AN ENGLISH ACCOUNT OF THE BATTLE 
OF GETTYSBUEG, 

Ap article appeara in the September number of 
Blackwood's Magozine, which 1a 1 many respects J 
teresting to the Americnn reader. ‘The Bultleh of 
cer says the Confederate troops were not very good 
marebere, but moved without straggling, and were 
under attict disolpline. Tho brigades, he states, 
wero about 2,600 strong. There were four brigades 
to a divielon, three divisions toe corpa, and three 
corpa In the army. This would make the Infantry 
strength of Lee's army about ove hundred thousand 
men. Tho brigades he mentions wero those of 
McLawe! division, of Longstrect'a corps. But ae 
wo koow that this corps was tho etroogest In 
the army, we may concludo that MlcL aire! brleades 
Were above tho average. It would bo diicuit 
to make a calculation, based upon the fleures 
given by the British officcr, giving Lee lees than 
£0,060 infantry. The rebel cavalry 1s not spoken of 
in'high terms. It was good (or scouting, but worth 
Intle in a tight. The artillery waa very imiscellauc- 
ous, Tho army was weak in horaes, whion were 

rand lilfed. The officer gives s pitiable account 
of his sore-backed and broken-down nag, and tells of 
the neceeelty he was under of turning him over to 
Gen, Leo's att, whore horaca were ured up. He 
given some account of Genersl Lovgetrect snd ble 
corpe, who are just now particularly Interesting to 
us, baving been transferred to the Weat and flung 
into battle st Chickamanga against Roaccrang, We

Wo havo urged tho abolition of slavery, nnd, aa 
{ar ax practicable, Its perpetual exclusion from tho 
United States, for reasons of state, and cblelly a 
necessary to the future Interual and external reou- 
Tity of tho Republic. We have ia no instance ta. 
ken theground of the Abolitioniste, and we have 
refrained from doing eo partly Decause we do not 
wholly agreo with them, and partly in deference to 
the passions and prejudices of our countrymen. 
But [t ja by no wenns improper for a statesman to 
reflect that slavery Jas ein on the part of the anton 
that, baving the power to remove It, autborizee, or 
tolerates, of connivea at Its existence; and that as 
nationa havo no future life, national eine are and 
must be puolahed In this world. 

‘Our indifference to the wrong done by slavery, 
doth to the slave snd to hia maeter, has alresdy beeo 
visited upon our nation with one of the most forml- 
dablo civil wars that history records; and {t will not 
render the grent Arbiter of nations lore disposed to 
smile on our patriotic efforts, nad to give success to 
our arms, If be aces us recolyed to put away the evil 
of our dologs, to remember bia poor, to raise up the 
bowed down, to help the helpless, and to eet the 
captive treo. 

‘The Government has now the right under the 
Constitution, to wipe out from our national ce. 
cutehcon the foul stain of slavery ; and if it refuses, 
or if the factlous spilt, the bitter prejudice, or th 
cold-hearted eclfishness of the people prevent It 
from doing so, what right have we cither to expect 
or to ask God to give us siiccess In the field, or to en 
Sow ue with wiadom in council to defeat the machi 
nations of our enemies Ho fights tn vata who 
fights againat an olfended God, or without the Lord 
on hiseide, Hts very victories sre defeate, and his 
triumpho/are fallures and death, 

He la thrice armed who baa bis quarrel just; and 
oura can hardly bo called just, if weare reaolved not 
to uee the victory we may win, to remove from our 
midst that grosecat outrage man can commt against 
humanity, negto slavery. We own that even on 
moral and religious grounde, we should fear that we 

taken no security for the future, If we suffered 
‘avery to be re-established anywhere within the 
American Union, We are not in the seereta of the 
Government; but we are contident it has no Inten- 
tion of reator{og any ecceded State to the Union as 
a olaveholdiog State, or without having given a 
constitutional pledge to abolish it.

the brosd and cowprehentlve otatement of the ad- 
voontes of alavery, the most hopeful scarcely dared to 
hope that lew than » generation would bring the 
negro to such s point of Intellectual and moral ad- 
vancement as would fit him for the proper enjos- 
meat of freedom, I myacl{ have always been among 
the latter elses, but 1 am beginning to believe that 
Wwe have not only underestimated tho intellectual 
abilities aud the moral condition of the alaves, but 
have committed the equal error of overestimating 
the degrading Influence of thelr past fe. But 
without theorizing, let me state the actual condi 
tlon of things here, 

z THE PLANTATION AS IT WAS, 
When Mr. Brott frst looked at this plantation ho 
found «nly the former overscer and bal» dozen 
slaves. “The overscer told him that most of the 
mlaver bru decamped aud wero collected togetner at 
The contraband eanip, and that it would te uscleas 
to try to get them back. But Brott was not to beso 
easily discouraged, He asked for the moat intelll- 
gent of the negtoes that still romained, and got him 
Yo go with him to the place whero tho rest of the 
begtocs were to be found. On thelr way down this 
maa sald that they could neyer be Induced to return 
under thatoverseer, for he had beon unusually bareh 
and cruel, nud had defrauded nnd robbed the ne 
groca whenever ho could. But Mr. Brott deter- 
mined to try them, nnd when he arrived at their 
rendezvous ealled them together. He told them 
thatho would feed and clothe them, and furnish 
them with medical ald; that thoy should bave such 
and euch privileges, and st the end of the er ason one 
twontieth of the orop. Now, negroes, from their long 
experience In judgtog of men, and from the vital ac 
cezsity they have bail of atulyiog them, have gnined 
Asortol inatloct, which enables them to judge simoat 
jufallibly whether s man will keep bis promises to 
them, Mr. Brott lan men whom avy one would be 
willing to trust after ecelng bim once, He in frank, 
Doneat, and beara the stamp of honor and sincerity on 
his face nad io his manner. ‘The man who accompa. 
nied him had been quite woo, aud, partly through 
hie Influence, and partly through what they had seca 
for themeelves, the negroes were quite willing, #0 far 
no Dir. Brott waa concerned, to make the attempt. 
So, after a little connultstion, they agreed that they 
would go, if he would employ another overseer. To 
this be would not consent. Ho told tuem he should 
not onrry on the piace himecif; that he needed the 
nervices of am experienced ma, and one th: 
Gerstood tae plantation, ‘The negroes, however, 
held out frm, and he gave them a day to thio of 1t 
The next day they were more decided than ever. 
‘They anid they would be led ont on the levee and 
shot rather than retura under their old overacer, 
‘They told him he neeiled only to have n business 
macy; that there were plenty of the bande who knew

They nro more contented and happy than they 
‘ore unier the pstrisrchal institution, though they 
worl» good deal harder. They aave ‘thelr mouey 
for a future day, and their savings amount already 
ton good bit!’ The working bande will make 
from eeventy-five to a hundred dollars aplece, co the 
overseer tella me, over and above thelr share of the 
crop. They support thelr fsmilles and take ears of 
thelr aged parents, Now this dora pot look as though 
they were eo utterly sbifticas, doca it? Again, on 
Sunday, after the Bible bal been given them, I 
Went {nto the mldat of the congregation, and, after 
raving a few words, oo a to get them somowbat 
Acqualoted with me, commenced a running fire of 
questions on this very toplc, I addressed myself 
folely to tho men, Who ent apart from the women. 
From the conversation that ensued, L am convinced 
hat they do appreciate their respooalbillties and 
dutles. They will spend their movey a3 diecreatly 
8 white Isborera do, snd Tam inclined to think more 
80, They will put thelr aavings in theasvings bank, 
They will tey to be temperate aud industrious. Not 
a theft hos been committed ont this ploce, by Ue nesrees bee 
Tonging to if, cince Mr, Brott took it. They understand 
the Infiijeace they are to have oa futuretgeneratione 
‘and on the policy of the country, provided they shall 
ducccod in dolog well and sccuwmulatiog property. 
They aro desirous of vindlesting themeelves, their 
race, avi the system of free labor, and thus loyiog 
for thetr posterity the foundation Of 8 home and 6 
country. How they will succeed, whether they will 

able to resist the temptationa which the epread of 
civilization nmong them will generate, whether they 
Will bo willing to take thelr chances with a bad or a 
Ulshoneat employer, Ido notknow. But cone that 
heard the conveteation I refer to, between themeclver 
nnd me, cau doubt that they really have the Idess 
and thoughts I have preeented ; and that I esil "ap 
preciating thelr position.

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THE OALL FOR VOLUNTEERS. 
Tho issue between the friends end the 
enemies of {he Government, in the late elec- 
tions in this and adjacent States, was so 
fairly made up that there can be no doubt 
whatever as to the signification of the result. 
The people, by their ballots, have decided 
that the war shall go on, that the Union 
may be restored. The Administration has 
replied to this expression of the popular re- 
sult in the call for three hundred thousand 
yolunteers, published in our columns to- 
day. It will be scen that the Government 
does not propose another draft, except 80 
far as it may be necessary to fill up the 
quota of those States that haye not volun- 
tarily responded to the full extent of the 


new levy. The people have said, in the 
most unmistakable manner, that they 
sre in fayor of a vigorous war, and 


that they are perfectly willing to sub 
mit to all the pnyations which such 
‘AQ War must entail upou them. Drafting, 
therefore, will be unnecessary, except, pc 

hsps, to close up the good work of volun- 
teering, und in place of the draft commis 
sioner we shall greet the more welcome re 
cruiting sergeant with his fife and drum. 
Whateyer the quota of Pennsylvania may 
be, ample time remains, between now and 
the fifth day of Janunry next, to fill it by 
volunteering, if the proper exertions are 
made, Let those, the nature of whose pur- 
suits precludes them joining the ranks, 
subscribe liberally towards a general bounty 
fund, to be offered as an inducement to th 
who can be spared to seryo their country in

OUR FOREIGN RELATI 

HOME. 

The rulers of England and of France may 
learn a lesgon, if they sre wise, from the 
manner in which the Russian ships of 
war, now in’ the bay of New York, have 
been received, welcomed, and honored, 
while the vessels bearing aloft the 
jack-and the tricolor have been in 8 manner 
passed by. So with the ofiicers of these 
ships :—the utmost respect and honor have 
Deen manifested to them, not by individuals 
alone, not even by the corporation, (though 
that body has behaved very spiritedly on the 
occasion,) but by the whole mass of the 
vast population of that city, with even 
scarcely 8 glance of non-assent from the po- 
litical malcontents themselyes. The English 
and French nayal officers must have felt that 
they were virtually unacknowledged, though 
entreated with the civility due to strangers, 
while the Russians were made much of, and 
entertained with an enthusiasm and at a 
cost surpassing all precedent, even in New 
York, where ciyic compliments are made 
“regardless of expense,” and even on @ 
more extensive scale than, three years ago, 
ywas the sumptuous reception of the Prince 
of Wal

treat her as a commissioned vessel of war, 
and the Russian ships ould treat her asa 
pirate These are little things visible to the 
mind's eye, whateyer the excellent Jobn 
Bull m: think of the ‘splendor’ of the 
civic reception.” 

This is plain truth. Since the war com- 
menced, Russia has shown the greatest 
good feeling towards us, not unmiadful, 
we think, of the fact that when England 
and France declared war with the Czar, in 
1854, the United States Government sternly 
put its foot upon the British attempt to 
recruit for VierortA's army in the Crimea, 
sent home seyersl British consuls, and dis- 
missed Sir Joun Cnaxpron, the British 
ambassador, as n chief particeps eriminés. 
We felt thst it was our duty to be neutral 
during the war in the Crimea, and showed 
that neutrality by quickly remitting back 
to England the whole of Queen Victoria's 
recruiting-gang. Russia evidently did not 
forget tiis, when our troubles began, and 
has shown it by her conduct. z

Official Despatches from General Meade, 


A Rebol Battery, 2 Colors, and 450 Pri- 
| soners Captured, 


DETAILS OF THE ENGAGEMENT.

‘The Major General commanding announces to the 
army that the rear guard, conelating of the 24 Corps, 
wwan attacked yesterday, while marching by the 
flank.

alty, anys: The wholo of General Gregg’s division 

was ordered from Beniton Sta}ion on Saturday, to- 
wards Culpeper, and arrived nt Oulpeper at 4 o'clock 
on that afternoon, Thenco the 2d Brigado of the 2d 

Divleton waa ordered to Fox Mountain, to aupport 

General Kilpstrick ; but finding that Kilpatrick did 

not need reinforcements, the brigade left him on Sun- 

day nioralng, and rejolnes the division at Culpeper. 

On Sunday night General Gregg moved to Sul- 
phur Springs, arriving at about 9 o'clock at night. 

On Monday morning two regiments, tho 4th and 
1sth Peansylvanin, were cent forward to Tefferaon, 
about five miles from Sulphur Springe, aud the tat 
Maino was eent out towards Little Washington to 
reconnoltre. 

The Iast named regiment encountered a argo 
force of the enemy just beyond Amosyille and were 
surrounded, but gallantly cut thelr way out and 
crosscd the river at Waterloo Ford, nbout twelve 
miles above Sulphur Springe. 

About ten o'clock on Monday morning the enemy 
advanced on the 4th and 13th Pennsylvania Regi 
ments, which were st Jefferson, with oavalry, 
nhowing heavy infantry supports in their rear, 
when our cavalry, seeing they were being over 
powered, fell back slowly, contesting the ground, to 
a large forcat this elle of Jefferzon, where General 
Gregg, who lcd ticsa regiments in person, dis 
mounted a portion of his men and ecot them out as 
skirmishers, thelr horees having been eeat back to 
Sulphur Springe, 

Alter stubbornly contesting the ground for nearly 
two hours, they were ordered to fall back slowly, 
and ns thoy were doing a0, a heavy infantry force of 
the cnemy was diecovercd on each flack, and at tho 
same time three regiments of rebel cavalry, having 
made 8 wide detour, attacked them {a the rear. 

At this time the Loth New York was gent to the 
support of Gregg, and Reed’a Battery MI, 2d United 
‘States Artlilery, opened on the rebel eavalry ; but 
owing to the short range of tho guns, which wore 
brass Napoleons, no damage wae iniiicted on the 
enemy by them. 

‘The ith and 13th Peansylvania were now preseed, 
reverely on the front, and our centre was broken, 
andatthe same time the two regiments wore at- 
tacked on each flank and in the rear. 

‘Our men cut their way through and esosped across 
the river with heavy lose 

‘The 16th Pennsylvania Cavalry wae now dic 
mounted, and thrown out siong the river banke as 
skirmishers, while the Sth Pennoylvanis was alco 
dismounted, acd ordered to support the battery, 
which had only four short-range guna, and the ene- 
my opened on us with eome twenty pleces of artil- 
lery, but our troops gallantly held the ground for 
scveral hours, repillsing the charges of the cnemy 
and gradusily falling back on the Fayetteville road, 
the enemy following, but keoping st » respectful 
dlatanee. 

Gen, Gregg had two alds with him, Lieut, Mar 
tin and Cutler, both of whom were wounded, the 
former severely and the Jatter alight: 

Adame, of tho 4th Penusylyaoia; Major 
Witson, of the Sth Pennoylyania; leut. Col. Ket- 
tler, of the lat New Jereey, and Major Rureell, of 
the lat Maryland, were wounded.

THE REBEL ATTAOK ON THE IRONSIDE 

Battimone, Oct. 1,—The Baltimore Anygrican hao 
the following apectel despatch 

CHARLesTos HAnnon, October 10, 

On Monday night Inst a dating but unsucceteful 
attempt was mado by the rebels to deetroy the frl- 
gato New Ironsides, Iyiog near Fort Moultrie, by a 
torpedo, They employed for the purpose a small 
nnd very swift steamer, cigar ebaped, and having 
but « amall portion above water. She was mann 
by a crew of four pereone, conoleting of Licutenant 
Glasactt, who wasthe commanier of the party ; an 
engincer, named Toombs; « fireman, named Scott ; 
and a pilot, whose name is unknown at the present 
writing. Sho eluded the picket boats of our fect 
by passing close Into the shore of Sullivan's Ieland 
Sho then made directly acrosa the harbor, and came 
up to the veezel without attracting any sttention 
Sho atruok the Ironsides fairly amldeblps, oxploding 
‘a torpedo, containing sixty pounds of rine power, at 
the moment of contact. 

Tho rebel steamer was undoubtedly eunk, elther 
by forco of collision or our shot, 

Lieut. Glasectt, her commander, jumped over 
bpard andawamtoaschooner. He andthe Fireman 
Seott sre now prisoners on board the guard shi 
Llout. Glaznott was formerly In our navy. He ex 
that the explosion of the torpedo drove the steamer 
under until water ran in her smokepipe aod put 
out her tires, The torpedo was suspended to the 
bows of the rebel vessel, co as to strike the Iron- 
aldes under tho water. 

‘The explosion was acverely felt on tho Trontides, 
but no material damage wat dono to her bull, en 
ginc, or armament, One man had hla leg broken, 
‘and onc of the bullcheads of tho vesac! wae knocked 
down, which oan be repalred bere, 

‘The Ironeldes was prepared for actlon by Captain 
Rowan {mmedintely, and {6 aa cfliclent for offen 
sive operations ae ever, She Is now regarded hero 
aa torpedo-proof, Sho opened fire with musketry 
onthe rebel veeeel, and in a few minutes opened 
fire with two of her large guos, A mutket fired 
from the rebel steamer dangerourly wounded Acting 
Enaign Charlea Howard, of the Ironaldes, who yaa 
officer of the deck atthe time. The bottom of the 
Ironaides has been examined by divers, and found 
to be wholly uninjured. 

‘The rebel englacer Toombs, formerly of our navy, 
and tho pilot of tho rebel stcamer, are supposed to 
have heen drowned. 

‘On Tueeday night it was snpposed tho rebels medi 
tated aeocond attack on the Tronatdes, A boat of 
tome king, believed to havo been a amall steamer, 
spproached on our picket lve, but was discovered 
and driven off after some Oring. 

Tho rebels greatly droad the Tronaiver, nnd it ia 
sald that thoUharieaton people have offered x re 
Ward of eixty thourand dollara in gol! for ber de- 
wacneral Gilmore and Admiral Da 
bom palda visit to Port Royal, Whlat there Gea.
